A characterization of the Black Panther 
Party (BPP) , State and National , is con- 
tained in the appendix section, attached 
hereto. 


On October 14, 1969, NH T-/2 stated that the Black 
Student Union (BSU) at the University of Connecticut sponsored 
the appearance of DOUGLAS MIRANDA at the University of Con- 
necticut (UCONN) on the night o t October 14, 1969. The 
source stated that at that time BSU members at UCONN had 
distributed leaflets at the Jorganson where MIRANDA spoke. 

This leaflet contained the ten point program of the BSU 
and it was observed that the BSU program was almost identical 
to the ten point program supported by the BPP, 

The September 19, 1969, issue of the "Daily 
World”, a New York, New York newspaper, which 
is the official organ of the Communist Party, 
contained an article entitled, '"Cops Mass 
Attack On His Home Described by Panther Leader.” 

This article quoted DOUGLAS MIRANDA as stating, 

"I was a cultural nationalist when I joined the 
movement.” "But I began to develop some political 
prospective ... .and I began to respond to the 
spirit of the Black Panther Party even though 
I was not active. Then, last year I heard 
KATHLEEN CLEAVER speak in San Francisco and I 
joined the party." 

KATHLEEN CLEAVER is the wife of 
ELDRIDGE CLEAVER, BPP Minister of 
Information. 


The October 14, 1969, edition of the "New Haven 
Register" contained an article entitled, "Panthers 
Say City Arrests Part of Plot." This article des- 
cribed DOUG MIRANDA as "area captain of the Black 
Panther Party." f

at 9:00 P.M. 

The ’’Hartford Courant”, a morning newspaper published 
daily and Sunday at Hartford, Connecticut, in its December 6, 
1969 edition,, stated that members of BSU at UCONN had identified 
fhetssslves as "a political arm of the Black Panther’s”.

Mr. PETER CONNELLEY, Admissions Office, New Haven College, 
advised the Black Panther Party of New Haven furnished a 
speaker for a meeting at New Haven College, which meeting 
was sponsored by the Afro-American Society at 12:30 on 
December 9, 1969. CONNELLEY stated that DOUG MIRANDA, a 
leader of the Black Panther Party in New Haven was scheduled 
to speak at this meeting but did not make it and allegedly 
was said to be in Boston, Massachusetts. 

An individual named CAPPY PINDERHUGHES , who described himself 
as the lieutenant of information for the Black Panther Party 
in New Haven spoke for approximately 20 minutes as did 
JOE BROWN, also a member of the Black Panther Party in New 
Haven. PINDERHUGHES during his speech mentioned the raid 
by the Chicago Police Department of the Black Panther Party 
Headquarters there. However, JOE BROWN seemed much more • 
militant than PINDERHUGHES and said that White Liberal 
Groups no longer are welcome by the Black Panther Party, 

BROWN also advised that the Black Panther Party has never 
made threats concerning the President of the United States 
but only have called the President and other officials 
’’pigs” . BROWN advised that the only way to get peace 
is to fight for it. <■ 1 

Mr. CONNELLEY also advised that the meeting was relatively 
calm and that the Afro-American Society held a private session 
at the end . He described the two Black Panther speakers 
as poor and "not very impressive". He also advised that on 
December 10 , 1969, Mr. J„ OTIS COCHRIN, a teacher at New 
Haven College was to speak concerning Black Awareness Week. 
Also on December 12, 1969, Mr. RONALD JOHNSON will speak at 
12:30 at New Haven College.

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On November 12, 1969, the "New Haven Register" 
contained in part the following article captioned "Six 
Teen-agers Arrested In Assault On Policemen": 


"Six persons, including three 
juveniles, were arrested Thursday night in 
front of the Six Corner Bakery, 394 Washington 
Avenue, after allegedly assaulting two police- 


"Police say Patrolman VINCENT 
CARFORA was patroling on Columbus Avenue 
when he saw a group placing handbills and 
pastels on the side of the bakery." 

"The patrolman asked if they had 
permission and they replied they did. During 
the conversation, ELSIE C. BROWN, 18 of 35 Sylvan 
Avenue, allegedly swore at the officer and was 
placed under arrest. A large crowd then began 
to gather, and rocks and bottles were reportedly 
hurled at the officer." 


"Responding to a call for assistance. 
Sergeant ALBERT JONES was struck by one of the 
group. Police cruisers blanketed the area to 
quell the disturbance, but were soon ordered 
to leave by Sergeant JONES to prevent more 
trouble. The entire incident lasted about 15 
minutes . " 

"Miss CROWN was charged with breach 
of peace, resisting arrest and abusing a police 
officer." ■' 


ELISE BROWN has been identified as a 
member of the BPP in New Haven, Connecticut. 
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III. TEACHING OF THE REVOLUTIONARY PROGRAM 
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On January 5, 1970, NH T-9 advised that the BPP 
continues to run a. breakfast for children program in the 
Bridgeport, New Haven, and Hartford areas.

On January 29, 1969, the "Bridgeport Telegram", a daily 
newspaper published at Bridgeport, Connecticut, contained in 
part the following: 

"On January 23 (I969j) the Black Panther Party was 
formed in Bridgeport; JOSE RENE GONZALVEZ announced 
last night at a meeting at party headquarters, 510 
East Main Street, Mr, GONZALVEZ, a Cuban-born, Oak- 
land-trained black defense captain, spoke to twenty 
Negro youths in his mission here to organize a chapter 
of the political party,, 


On March 18, 1969, the following Black Panther literature, 
published locally was distributed in the Bridgeport, Connecticut, 
area. It read in part as follows: 

"The BPP is a party that will produce for the people and 
its members will do anything and everything possible 
to meet the demands of the poor oppressed black people. 

We are not a hoodlum gang, nor did we come here to kill 
white people or the police. We came here to stop racist 
actions that the oppressors (black and white) have been 
taking upon our people. We are the vanguard party and 
we intend to provide leadership for the people and re- 
volutionary groups across the country,,," 


A source advised as of April 14, 1969, the New Haven Chapter 
of the Black Panther Party was operating under the authority of the 
National Organization. JOSE RENE GONZALVEZ had been given the 
authority to open this chapter in New Haven and to organize through- 
out the State of Connecticut. 

GONZALVEZ departed Connecticut in early May, 1969, and attempt 
ed to organize the Black Panther Party in Greensboro, North Carolina, 
for which he was suspended. State leadership in Connecticut was 
taken over by WARREN KIMBRO, a member and leader of the New Haven 
Chapter of the Black Panther Party, and ERICKA HUGGINS, political 
educational instructor.

On May 19, 1969, BOBBY GEORGE SEALE, National Black Panther 
Party chairman, spoke at Battell Chapel, Elm and College Streets, 
Yale University, New Haven, Connecticut* SEALE spoke in part 
as follows: 

"... The struggle we are involved in is not a racial 
struggle, but a class struggle. We have to define the 
revolution that's occurring in this country as a people 
struggle... We've got to teach these kids to use guns so 
that when the racist pig comes down into our community 
and brutalizes our people, we are gonna kill... If we 
catch a pig brutalizing our people in the black community, 
we are gonna kill him - we are gonna stop him." 

On 4/20/69, a second source advised that the Communist Party 
of Connecticut, held a State Convention at the Peoples Center, 37 
Howe Street, New Haven, Connecticut, on that date. During this 
convention, it was announced that there was going to be a memorial 
service in New Haven on that date for three Black Panthers who were 
slain a year ago; and all members of the Communist Party were in- 
vited to attend this memorial. 

The Black Panther Party presently has chapters in Bridgeport, 
New Haven, Hartford, and Middletown, Connecticut. Their leader- 
ship is presently confused since eight members of the Black Panther 
Party were arrested by the New Haven Police Department for the 
murder of ALEX RACKLEY, alleged Black Panther Party member from 
New York City, whose body was found in Middlefield, Connecticut, on 
May 21, 1969.

BPP Minister of Defense, NEWTON is presently serving a sentence 
of two to fifteen years on a conviction of manslaughter in 
?■ connection with the killing of an Oakland police officer. 

The official newspaper, "The Black Panther”, which further 
..describes itself as the "Black Community News Service,” stated 
that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla tactics in 
its revolutionary program to end oppression of the black people. 

.. Re i dents of the black community are urged to arm themselves 
against the police who are consistently referred to in the publi- 
cation as "pigs” who should be killed. 

"The BlacK Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, contains an 
editorial by BPP Minister of Education, GEORGE MASON MURRAY which 
ends with the following:

Why 
do we continually ignore the greater 
evils, the more intolerable • ele- 
ments of our society and concen- 
trate on dissecting the motives of 
the individuals and organizations 
that choose to react to those evils? 
The Panthers consist essentially of 
low-class blacks. These low-class 
blacks have, all their lives, been 
exposed to the worst filth America 
has to offer. They have seen their 
mothers sleep in rooms filled with 
the day’s garbage and debris. They 
have seen their little sisters bitten 
by rats. They have seen their broth- 
ers harassed and beaten by wlStV 
policemen. Those who have worked: 
have seen their paycheck disappear 
into the white businessmen’s 
pocket, the white businessmen 
whose stores impose upon and 
grossly overcharge the black com- 
munity. And yet we accuse these 
people, these black human beings, • 
with being racist, or intolerant. 


The angry black man in America 
is ’ not a racist. Even if he hated 
every white man on the face of the 
earth, he would still not be a true 
racist. While the white man has 
hated the black man for the color 
of his skin, the black man’s hatred 
is solely a result of that which 
has been done to him. His oppres- 
sion and exploitation has been com- 
mitted by whites, and it is those 
whites, or anyone who, in their 
eyes, represents those whites, who 
have become the objects of his 
hatred. Because the conditions 
under which he has lived have been 
so intolerable, he^has become in- 
tolerant of anyone who, in his eyes, 
advocates the continuation of those 
conditions. In understanding the 
feelings of -the angry, oppressed 
Afro-American it is important to 
note that when someone is the vic- 
tim of emotional stress, it is not 
easy for him to distinguish between 
those who have been a direct fac- 
tor 'in causing that stress, and 
others involved much less directly. 
In the case of the'Afro-American, 
it is the businessmen who exploit 
the black community, the racist 


police who patrol the black com- 
munity, and the racist unsympathe- 
tic whites outside the community 
who support those businessmen and 
police, who have been a direct 
factor in causing the black man to 
revolt. Indirectly, the Afro-Ameri- 
can directs his anger towards the 
masses of white people who, al- 
though they may not have contri- 
buted directly to his deplorable 
state, have not contributed directly 
or otherwise to the improvement 
of that state. This is why Eldridge 
Cleaver rallied so much support 
behind his statement, “We shall 
have our manhood, or THE EN- 
TIRE' EARTH will be levelled in 
our attempts to get it,” 

Yet even the Panthers, the most 
revolutionary, outspoken repre- 
sentatives of the black community, 
are articulate, at least on an offi- 
cial level, concerning their de- 
mands and complaints. With their 
slogan, “power to the people,” 
they advocate socialism. Their 10- 
point program outlines what t ley. 
have learned are the needs and 
wants of the black commun]f

These include “land, bread, hous- 
ing, and clothes” for all in the 
black community, (the Panthers 
claim their cause is the cause of 
all oppressed peoples; realistically 
speaking, the black community is 
J 'the Party’s first concern). The 
j- Panthers even define what they 
consider to be a “pig”: “a low- ' 
l natured . ' . foul, depraved tra- 
ducer that bites the hand that 
feeds it . . . usually found mas- . 
querading as the victim of an 
unprovoked attack.” 

The articulate philosophy and 
goals of the Party leadership along 
with the political education that 
breeds such philosophy and goals " 
is not always effective in reach- 
ing and. influencing the; younger/ 
more impatient members of the:. 
Party.. Yet, in our various police 
departments, . how; many patrolmen 3 
fully understand and practice the 
. police doctrine of serving and.pro- • 
tecting the people? How many ' 
patrolmen are free of racism and' 
discrimination? How many patrol- 
men are truly the enforcers of 
justice? 

There are several reasons why 
the Panthers are feared by so 
many who are often not. informed , . 
1 of the Party’s major doctrines. ’ 
Such people have only been "ex- 
posed to a few characteristics of 
the '.Party and are frightened ' 
by their own interpretations J of> 
those characteristics. Because 
the Panthers have sworn to end 
the oppressive aspects of racism, 
many feel they are anti-white. It 
is interesting to note that the 
loudest accusations come from 
those, who are most unfamiliar •' 
with the Party and the black com- 
munity, and who are, therefore,

most prone to racism themselves. 
Because the Panthers bear arms, 
many believe they are aggressive, 
while, in practice, they fire 
weapons - only in self-defense. 
While it is difficult to , determine 
what actually constitutes self- 
defense, there are two significant 
considerations to make;T) No un- 
armed person, white or black, has 
ever been fired upon by a mem- I 
ber of the Black Panther Party. 

2) While the police claim that 
the Panthers have instigated vio- 
lence in their every encounter with 
the law, and while the Panthers 
have trained themselves well in the 
use of arms, the number of Pan- 
thers killed and wounded in almost 
every encounter with the police 
has been far greater than the num- 
ber of police killed or.: wounded.* 
Would these two facts remain if ( 
the Panthers were an aggressive 
organization? ; / ■ • 

I suggest that anyone who has 
any doubts about the goals of the 
Panther Party, or who has any 
doubts about the value of the Par- • 
ty’s existence, should first take 
a stroll through Harlem along 125th 
Street, taking time to visit at least 
two tenements, and then buy and 
read an issue of the Party's news- 
paper, THE BLACK PANTHER. 
These two endeavors, in the above 
order, will serve to rectify one’s 
perspective of the Black Panther 
Party’s role in Afro-American af-

On 12/12/69 there was a trip to Boston made by Douglas Miranda , 
Bober t Webb and William Weaver according to information received 
on 12/15/69. 

They went to a new panther house in Boston that was just being 
painted prior to being made into a full time house. The reason 
for the trip was trouble in Boston with a member mimed Robert 
Beard whoa they call Big Bob because of his size. Be says 
he was being set up for arrest by the police and would not 
be able to arrange bond. Be wanted to take off before the police 
came for him, but Miranda said to wait until they thing this out, 
but if he was told to leave he would have to travel at night due 
to his size. 

While there the three from Connecticut saw Claude Artis and 
Ronald Freeman who are assigned to Boston to take classes. 

An inventory of guns at the Boston Headquarters was taken, and 
at least 4 machine guns, 8-10 shotguns, both pump and double 
barreled were noted. 

The three then went to Cambridge to a house off Prospect on 
Goodwin where they made a deal with a man there to but ammo 
for the Boston BPP. 

Prior to the return to New Haven they returned to headquarters 
where they noted 2 girls and 12 men. In front was a U-haul 
with Colorado plates. 

After returning to New Haven, Miranda then decided to send 
Weaver to Delaware telling him that he would pick up two men 
from Philadelphia and take them to Chicago. 

It seems that Weaver did take the trip but did not pick up any 
people as was expected, so he was told to return to New Haven. 

Miranda then wanted Weaver to arrange to drive to Chicago, but 
he was first to go to Cleveland and meet with members of the 
Black Nationalists in that city and attempt to determine if a 
BP® chapter could be set up.

A series of small conferences were held Thursday January 22, 1970 
at 35 Sylvan Ave., New Haven, and the following were present at 
sometime during the day:

I. REVOLUTIONARY PROGRAM OR POLICIES AS EXPRESSED 
BY THE BLACK PANTHER PARTY (BPP) LEADERS 

The Connecticut Daily Campus (CBC) which is 
published by the students of the University,, g.torrs, 

Connecticut. On December 12 „ 1989 s, page four, carried 
an article concerning the United Front. Following are 

the pertinent statements of MIRANDA: 

'Do we have to wait for fascism to come riding 
down Pennsylvania Ave . on a white horse before 
people recognise it for what it is?" 

"People aren’t ready to shoot pigs. We need a 
program to get people involved in liberation." 

"Attacking the Progressive Labor (PL) Party’s 
criticism of the BPP, Maranda said, ’PL will 
argue about anything; tEey know their books so 
well." 

"’I’m better off than an intellectual who thinks 
he’s going to lead the revolution in the streets, ’ 
he said. 

"According . to Maranda, PL has accused the BPP 
of being controlled by the Communist Party because 
’the Panthers don’t agree with PL.’ Maranda 
called PL and the Communist Party ’armchair 
revolutionaries . ’

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" ’PL and the Communist Party are afraid of 
niggers controlling their movements, ’ he said. 

’’The BPP has shown how ins ti tuitions are supposed 
to serve the people through their free breakfast 
program for children, according to Marauds . 

"'People can only achieve self-determination under 
socialism,' he said. 'We're not going to turn 
, around and oppress our people once we achieve it.' 

'"PL says we (BPP) don’t deal with workers? Maramda 
said. 'Why are we being attacked if all we 're-doing 
is running breakfast programs? ’ he said.

, '"We’re the only ones accomplishing anything; 
that’s why we’re being attached,' he said. 

”’I can relate to working class whites better 
than PL people because we com© from the same 
place,? Maranda said. He accused PL of not 
knowing how to deal with racism within their 
r a nks . 

'"PL, the Communist Party and whites aren’t 
my enemies -=> yet, ’ the New Haven Panther said. 

, 'Pigs, politicians and businessmen are my enemies; 
they’re messing up the people.’ 

"Citing the trial of Bobby Seale as an example, 
Maranda said, 'People still have faith in the 
courts and the democratic system; w© have to 
destroy that faith from within the courts.’ 

’”1116 BPP wants action, not rhetoric, according 
to Maranda. 'We want our needs met, but not at 
the expense of the people . ’

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’"To toe a revolutionary person is the highest 
manifestation of humanism right now, 5 Maranda 
said. 'You caa’t deal with pigs ^th flowers.' 

’"Capitalism is what you see in the black 
community; the reality of it,’ he said. ’People

Marxist-Leninism. ’ 

” ’Black people do not relate to words, ’ according 
to Maranda. ’We relate to concrete actions.’

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On November 29, 1969, "The Crow", a weekly newspaper 
published by the black community in New Haven, Connecticut, 
contained in part the following article captioned "Panther 
Trial Begins, Groups Lend Support"; 

"Doug Mira Ida , Area Captain of the Black Panther 
Party, staled recently that murder victim Alex 
Rack ley was a 'member in good standing' of the 
Black Panther Party, and that 'the arrest and 
frameup of eight New Haven Black Panthers for 
his death is another incident in a nationwide 
campaign by local, state, and federal police to 
destroy the Black Panther Party' . 

"The Panthers have announced that their response 
to this situation is to continue their political 
organizing in New Haven, while at the same time 
attempting to educate the people about the Party 
Program . " 


On December 6, 1969, "The Black Panther", the official 
newspaper of the Black Panther Party published at San Francisco, 
California, contained an article captioned 'Tree Our Sisters 

; "On Ncm 22, over 5000 people told pig chief Ahern 
| and the fascist court system==and the racist power 
structure of New Haven and Connecticut which 
controls them-=to FREE THE NEW HAVEN PANTHERS . 

People from all over the northeast came together to 
protest particularly the cruel treatment of our 
j imprisoned sisters, but also to demand the release 
of all 13 New Haven Panthers, and all political 
prisoners. Black Pantbs? Party Chapters and Branches, 
and Women's Liberation groups from Massachusetts, 
Connecticut, New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, and Washington B.C. participated in the 
j march and rally. Organized toy the New Haven Chapter 
of the Black Panther Party, and Women's Liberation 
groups mostly from New York, the action exposed the 
blatantly fascist acts of the Connecticut pigs 
(local, state, FBI and CIA) against the people’s 
: servants~~the Black Panther Party. 
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"We gathered at Beaver Pond Park and* shortly 
after 12; 30 began to march toward downtown. 

The march, led by Welfare Mothers, followed by 
Black Panther women and Women's Liberation groups, 
with the men in the rear, had high spirits and 
was constantly chanting slogans such as 'FREE 
OUR SISTERS , FREE OURSELVES, and POUR TO THE 
PEOPLE. Right On)! We conducted an educational 
campaign all along the lines of the march, spelling 
Panther papers, and handing out informational 
! material on the trial, and moved into the shopping 
areas in downtown New Haven. We stopped at every 
intersection, chanting and singing all the time. 
Traffic was Jammed up for almost 2 hours as we made 
our way to the last bastion of American Imsciam— 
the State Court House . 

"At the State Court House, Beth Mitchell, 
Communications Secretary of the Harlem Branch of the 
Black Panther Party ran down the situation of the 
seven Panther sisters (2 of whom are pregnant,— 
Francis Carter just had a baby boy— 'Ch© Alprentice 
Carter') now imprisoned in Niantic State Women’s 
Farm; the situation of the other 3 New Haven Panthers 
imprisoned and spread around the Connecticut 
State Prison system; and the situation off people 
in general her© in racist, fascist, decadent Babylon. 
She also related how our sisters ares

"isolated from other prisoners; kept 
awake by constant bright lights and 
noise outside their windows; denied 
their legal right to interview counsel; 
denied their civil right to choice off 
doctors; denied their physical right to 
exercise, fresh air, rest, and proper 
clothing; denied their human right to 
their children; denied their constitutional 
right to prepare for their defense - 
and read a list of demands for the rally; 

"IE DEMAND immediate freedom for the 
Connecticut Panthers and for all political 
prisoners, WE DEMAND an end to their 
isolation and sleepless nights. WE DEMAND 
adequate diet, exercise, and clothing. 

IE DEMAND their right to choose counsel . 
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WE DIMM? their. right to prenatal and 
maternity car© by doctors of their choice. 
WE DEMAND the right for these mothers 
to make their own arrangements for the 
custody of the children in accordance 
with their wishes and the wishes off the 
Black Panther Party. 


'The Acting Area Captain off the Black Panther 
Party in Boston, Andrea Jones, also rapped on 
the nature off fascism, its ns© off racism, and 
the necessity for proletarian Interaction! ism. 
Other speakers included representatives off 
Women’s Liberation and the Young Lords, and a 
former inmate at Niamtie State Women’s Farm. 

"Slick and slimy pig chief Ahern kept his cool 
and kept his 7 panel truckloads off pigs in the 
back off the State Court House. Meanwhile the 
people rallied, covering the steps and statues off 
the courthouse-acts which would have been 
illegal 3 days beffor© . The pig Judge, Palmer, 
Judge for the Panther case, several weeks ago 
laid down the following ground rules; No demon- 
strations off any kind within 500 ft. off the 
courthouse? no sketching, note-taking, or 
other communications equipment M. 11 be allowed in 
the courtroom- including still and movie cameras? 
Entry and exit from the courtroom permitted only 
before court is in session, after court is over, 
and during recesses. 


"On Thursday, Nov. 20, the Judge decided to 
revise the order to b© effective only on days and 
during times when court is in session.. 

"Bo now we have forced the oppressor to back up— 
to revise toward our favor, one off his own 
fascist, repressive rules for the court. And so 
that is our next step also— to force him to back 
against the wall and FREE (UR SISTERS, FREE THE 
NEW HA YEN PANTHERS, and FREE ALL POLITICAL

NH T-7 advised on January 26, 1970, that the 
Black Panther Party (BPI$ held a rally at Lee High School 
Sunday afternoon January 25, 1970. At this rally were 
approximately 500 persons including many members of the 
BPP throughout the State of Connecticut. The principal 
speakers at this rally were VERNA HAMPTON, communications 
secretary, BPP, New Haven; DOUGLAS MIRANDA, BPP, New Haven, 
and ’TREACHER MAN” FESPERMAN, National Chairman of the 
Patriot Party, an organization closely affiliated with the 
BPP; 

MIRANDA stated during his speech that the BPP 
works for the people and the people should take control 
of their communities. He criticized local officials 
in New Haven and stated that all blacks should have guns 
in their homes. He Stated he carries a gun and has a 
gun in his home and knows how to use it and would use 
it if vamped on by the local pigs. PREACHER MAN FESPERMAN 
spoke concerning his indoctrination by the National 
Leaders of the BPP, Oakland, California. He advised 
that his organization has a breakfast program and is in 
complete agreement with BPP ideology.

Mr. CHESTER LOCKE, Highland Road, Coventry, Connecticut,

Haven, Connecticut, spoke at the Gengras Campus Center of 
the above university on the evening of December 17> ; 1969 . - 
PINDERHUGHES was accompanied by two bodyguards whose iden- 
tities were not announced. 

The theme of PINDERHUGHES’ talk centered on revolution and 
he appeared to be upset because no revolution was taking 
place on the campus of the University of Hartford He .* 
claimed that the university campus is racially opposed to 
thef black members of the student body and that the latter 
are dissatisfied with the type of education they are recei- 
ving. • , ’ V : ■ , 

He stated that all revolutionaries should arm and he urged 
his listeners to "Kill ten pigs and die yourselves". He, 
also stated that "The time for talk is over and it is time 
for action". He stated that there was no revolutionary 
party on the campus and urged that one be started. He also 
claimed that fifteen people from Connecticut had been jailed 
illegally in connection with activities of the Black Panther

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On January 11, 1970, the "Connecticut Sunday Herald", 
a weekly newspaper published in Bridgeport, Connecticut, contained 
the following article captioned ’’Panther Compares Nixon to Mafia." 

"A Black Panther leader told a group of University 
of Bridgeport students this week that the organisation 
' can’t tell the difffrence between the Mafia and 
President Nixon and used a fourdetter word to 
describe the activities of both. 

‘ "’ It’s difficult for us to distinguish between the 

Mafia and that punk in the White House. They’re 
all doing the same s— , ’ declared Tons Todd, who 
accompanied Lawrence Townsend, organiser of the 
Black Panther chapter here, to a 1TB class at which 
i Townsend was the speaker . 

"His remark, offered in answer to a question from 
' the audience of about 75 Negro and whit© students 
. nad older persons, went unchallenged. In fact, the 
group indicated full accord with the Panthers’ 
revolutionary aims and allegations ©f ’exploitation’ 
’oppression’ and police brutality. 

j "Townsend *s appearance was made at a class session 
of a black history course . 

"A day later, Townsend, who daisied to be under 
constant surveillance by the FBI and local police 
and subject to continuing harr&ssment, was arrested . 

‘ on an assortment off charges stemming from a 
• motor vehicle violation. 

"The Panther leader, 31, of 470 Broad St. was halted 
while driving his car at Fairfield Ave . and Water St. 
and given a summons for failure to displya headlights 
or a rear license plate light. 
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’'Townsend threatened the arresting officers, polios 
reported, and for a time refused to go to head.= 
quarters. He was additionally charged with breach 
of peace and resisting arrest. 

"At the UB session, Townsend outlined a 10 point 
pro grain the Panthers intend to achieve toy 
'revolution . ' He sunned up the program as 
'land, housing, bread, education, peace and 

justice . ' 

! "The Panthers also demand a UN plebiscite in which 
! the blacks will vote to determine their own 
destiny, the release of all imprisoned blacks 
and military exemptions for negroes. 

"The organizer wasn't too specific about how Panthers 
expect to achieve their revolution and whether it will 

be peaceful or bloody. 

"Other black groups, such as the NMCP and CORE, have 
been 'begging and praying and nothing changes', he asserted 

'Revolution is the only way. ' 

"But he insisted the Panthers are not 'agressive ' 

' but only a 'self -defense ' organization. 

"To fellow blacks, 'we do not counsel violence, ' he main=* 
tained. 'W© tell them how violence is used against them. 

We don't tell them to use narcotics. We explain why they 
are driven (by oppression) to the need for narcotics. 

, We don’t tell them not to go to "^school, but explain why the 
establishment schools do not meet their education needs.' 

"NMCP and COSE Townsend characterized as 'part of the 
establishment.' The aim of these organizations, he said,“ v 
is 'purposeful confusion of black groups.' 


’’First step in the revolution, Townsend said, is the 
education of the black community whose members don’t 
realize their own suffering. 

'"The blacks we are dealing with are mon~reading people, ' 
he pointed out. 'They must learn what they have been taught- are lies.

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"The local Panther chapter has launched a 
free breakfast program for children . ..It 
conducted at what was described as a 'a®uXti~ 
service center' at 242 Hailett St. 

"Townsend said the program was being conducted 
on a 'day-to-day ' basis with food and juices 
obtained from whit© merchants to businesses 
in the black community. 

"The storekeepers are persuaded to make 
donations , he disclosed, by Panther appeals 
to their community spirit. He didn't indicate 

what happens if they don't cooperate. 

"Townsend claimed the breakfast program feeds 
50 or 60 children a day. Challenged by a member 
of the audience who said he didn't believe 
there were that many 'starving* on the East Side, 
Townsend allowed the kids might not be starving 
but insisted they were underfed. 

'A child should have the best, ' he proclaimed, 

'Eggs, iaeon and juice. Not just a box of 
cereal . ’ 

"He disclosed in response to another question 
that the Panthers don't make any attempt to 
determine whether the child’s family has the 
funds to feed the youngster properly. 

"'We can’t ask the kid if his mother spent the 
welfare check on something else.’ he asserted. 

"The bearded Panther and his lieutenant offered 
dramatic view of the dangers they consider inherent 
in their revolutionary roles. 

" 'We know when we join the party, death is imminent 
that government goons and lackeys are gonna com© 
down on us, ’ proclaimed Townsend. 
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"Quest loaned about J. Edgar Hooker's descrtptton 
of the party as ’ Communist ^inspired ”, Townsend 
declared he dislikes labels tout acknowledged the 
Panthers believe in socialism and are not 
averse to adopting any program that relates to 
Panther objectives, whatever its scarce,, 

"As for the future, Townsend declared the party 
is going to free all Panthers hs Id as ''political

Mr. FRANK ALTIERI, Financial Supervisor of Special 
Projects, Board of Education, New Haven, Connecticut , advised 
that according to records of the Board of Education he had 
approved the request for the issuance of a check for a one year 
subscription to the Black Panther Party newspaper which was to 
be delivered to the Neighborhood Guidance Center, 165 Sherman 
Avenue, New Haven, Connecticut. 

Mr. ALTIERI pointed out that the Neighborhood Guidance 
Center is a special project operated by the New Haven Board of 
Education and is operated for disturbed children who attend 
classes there. He stated these children are behavioral 
problems who can no longer get along in a regular classroom 
in a regular school. 

Mr. ALTIERI stated that there would be no way to 
his knowledge of determining whether or not the November 22, 
1969, issue of the Black Panther Party newspaper had been 
received at the Guidance Center : ’ 

He pointed out that Mr. ZOLLIE STRINGER is the 
supervisor of the center but that the newspaper is merely 
delivered there and put on the magazine and newspaper rack' 
by anyone at the center who might be there when it is delivered. 
He stated that to his knowledge, there would be no way of

On January 21, 1970, NH T~12 advised! that IRIC1A 
HUGGINS, presently incarcerated in Niantic, Connecticut, 
would be received a letter from Algiers. This letter would 
be delivered through her attorney. 

On January 22, 1970, NH T42 advised that the New 
Hasen Chapter of the BPP would receive copies of the "Black 
Panther” newspaper which would arrive via United Airlines 
Flight 72, under air bill 24771154. 

On January 26, 1970, NH T-12 advised that the 
National Distribution of the BPP requested payment from 
the New Haven Chapter. The New Haven Chapter off the BPP 
send $500 on January 27, 1970, in order that the new 
current issues might be delivered. 

On January 28, 1970, NH T-12 advised that the BPP 
at national owed its printer $6,000.

On January 29, 1.969, the. "Bridgeport Telegram** , a daily news- 
paper published at Bridgeport, Connecticut, contained in part 
the following; 

"On January 28 (1969) the Black Panther Party was 
formed in Bridgeport, JOSE RENE GONZALVEZ announced 
last night at a meeting at party headquarters, 510 
East Main Street, Mr, GONZALVEZ, a Cuban -bom Oak- 
land^ trained black defense captain, spoke to twenty 
Negro youths in his mission here to organize & chapter 
of the political party. 

On March 18, 1969, the following Black Panther literature, publi- 
shed. locally was distributed in the Bridgeport, Connecticut , area. 

It read in part as follows; 

"The BPP is a party that will produce tor the people and 
its members will do anything and everything possible, 
to meet the demands of the poor oppressed black people. 

We are not a hoodlum gang, nor did we come here, to 
kill white people or the police. We came here to stop 
racist actions that the oppressors (black and white) 
have been taking upon our people.. We are the vanguard 
party and we. intend to provide leadership for the 
people and revolutionary groups across the country,..** 

A source advised as of April 14. 1969, the New Haven Chapter of the 
Black Panther Party was operating under the authority of the 
National Organization, JOSE RENE GONZALVEZ had been given the 
authority to open this chapter in New Haven and to organize through- 
out the State of Connecticut, 

GONZALVEZ departed Connecticut in early May, 1969, and attempted 
to organize the Black Panther Party in Greensboro, North Carolina, 
for which he was suspended. State leadership in Connecticut was 
taken over by WARREN KIMBRO , a member and leader of the New Haven 
Chapter of the Black Panther Party, and ERICKA HUGGINS, political, 
educational instructor.

On May 19, 1969, BOBBY GEORGE SEALE, National. Black Panther 
Party chairman spoke at Battel! Chapel, Elm and College Streets, 
Yale University 9 New Haven, Connecticut, SEALE spoke in part 
as follows: 

M , , .The struggle we are involved, in is not a racial 
struggle, but a class struggle. We have to define the 
revolution that's occurring in this country as a people 
struggle ** € . We’ve got to teach these kids to use guns 
so that when the racist pig comes down into our community 
and brutalizes our people, we. are gonna kill... If we 
catch a pig brutalizing our people in the black community, 
we are gonna kill him - we are gorjna stop him*" 

On 4/20/69, a second source advised that the Communist Party 
of Connecticut, held a State Convention at the Peoples Center, 37 
Howe Street, New Haven, Connecticut, on that date. During this 
convention, it was announced that there was going to be. a memorial, 
service in New Haven on that date for three Black Panthers who 
were slain a year ago; and all members of the Communist Party were 
invited to attend this memorial. 

The Black Panther Party presently has chapters in Bridgeport, 

New Haven, Hartford, and Middletown, Connecticut 0 Their leadership 
is presently confused since eight members of the Black Panther 
Party were arrested by the New Haven Police Department for the 
murder of ALEX RACKLEY, alleged Black Panther Party member from 
New York City, whose body was found in Middlefield Connecticut, on 
May 21, 1969/

RE: BPP CONNECTION WITH FOREIGN GOVERNMENTS 


Source advised that TOM DOSTOU, a leader in the 
Patriot Organization, has ttated that he has many friends who 
are active in draft resistance and who are in a position to 
assist people in traveling through Canada.

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RE: BPP DISCIPLINE 


The BPP continues to discipline its members in various 
ways. Several members have been disciplined by beino- forced 
to do pushups. PAT, a nine yegr old and MICHAEL DOSTOU have 
been placed under house arrest and forced to reMtin in the pantry 
at 35 Sylvan Avenue, on the Second Floor, This prison is often 
referred to as the ’’study hall". . 


RE: BPP EXPULSIONS 


The BPP has not expelled anyone in the last few 
weeks. However, there is much fighting and bickering going 
on at 35 Sylvan over small matters and there may be expulsions 
in the near future. 


RE: FILMS AND PUBLICATIONS 


Source stated that he has observed two sets of film 
in BPP headquarters. He stated that BRAZWELL brought these 
films down from Hartford to New Haven on Friday, January 23, 1970. 

The BPP continues to publish its bulletin, having completed bulletins 
one through eight. These bulletins are edited by CAPPY PINDERHUGHES 
and JACKIE Last name unknown, a white girl who works for the 
Advocate Press in New Haven. BPP also is in close association 
with the Liberation News Service and Newsreel in New York. 
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RE: BPP FIREARMS

Individual members of the BPP continue to buy guns 
and ammunition both in New Haven and New York, These guns 
are no longer kept in stock at 35 Sylvan Avenue. 


RE j BPP FUNDS 


The BPP continues to obtain financial support, 
especially by speeches given by MIRANDA and PINDERHU6HES . 
Financial support comes from other organisations, such as 
SDS . Outside donations have also been very helpful. Source 
stated that a woman from Stamford plans to donate several 
thousand dollars to the BPP in New Haven. Also through the 
sale of books, money is obtained for the party. 


RE: GUERILLA TRAINING 


Source stated that to his knowledge, there is no 
formal guerilla training going on at the present time. The 
only-iBPP member qualified to really teach guerilla tactics 
was ROBERT WEBB working in New York. TOM. DOSTOU claims to be 
a karate expert, however, he is not teaching karate at the present 
time. 


RE : BPP IDEOLOGY 


The BPP is no longer utilising the red book, political 
education classes are normally held every morning at 35 Sylvan 
Avenue. The text is the latest edition of the Black Panther. 
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These political education classes last from approximately 9:30 
to noon, and all members at 35 Sylvan attend. , Usually one 
page of the Black Panther is covered per day. 


RE: BPP LIBERATIONS SCHOOLS 


No specific plans have been drawn up to start liberation 
schools, however, the BPP intends to have a liberation school in 
Hartford, Connecticut. 


RE : BPP MEMBERSHIP 


The Black Panther Party continues to expand its 
membership, however, as far as hard core members go, the following 
is an approximate breakdown; New Haven - 18 hard core members; 
Hartford - 6 hard core members; Bridgeport - 9 hard core members. 
Source stated that the BPP is planning future chapters in Stamford, 
Waterbury, and New Britain and possibly in Rhode Island. 


RE: ROBBERIES AND BURGLARIES 


Source stated that the BPP has no immediate plans concerning 
robberies or burglaries. However, MIRANDA condones such activity. 


RE; BPP SECURITY 


The BPP has reinforced their lower front door in case of a 
raid by the New Haven Police Department. They have purchased chicken 
wire to be placed onlhe inside of all windows to prevent tear gas 
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from entering their quarters. They have removed the bulk of 
their weapons from 35 Sylvan and the present location is not 
known at this time. However, the 0D is expected to be armed 
at all times while standing duty at 35 Sylvan. 


RE: SNIPPING OF POLICE OFFICERS 


No specific plans concerning snippings have been 
mentioned, however, Detective BUFFALO, a Negro policeman, has 
been mentioned derogatorily on several occasions. 


RE: TRAVEL OF LEADERSHIP 

DOUG MIRANDA, area captain, continues to travel to 
Boston and New York. ROBERT BAY has come to New Haven from 
New York on several occasions. No other leaders of any stature 
have been observed within the State of Connecticut. 


RE: BPP VIOLENCE 


The BPP has organized in the community in case of a 
raid on BPP headquarters at 35 Sylvan. This organization centers 
around a restaurant at Sylvan and Asylum Avenues, which is within 
two blocks of BPP headquarters. Many persons from the immediate 
area reportedly are to proceed to this restaurant and obtain weapons 
in order to attack the police from the rear in case they vamp on 
BPP headquarters.

The Black Panther Black Community News Service and the 
People’s News Service are not just newspapers in the traditional 
sense of the word - they are more than that.

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Politics is war without bloodshed. War is poli- 
tics with bloodshed. Politics has its particular 
characteristics which’ differentiate it from war. ' 
When the peaceful means of politics are exhausted' 
and the peopld do not get what they want, poli- 
tics are continued. Usually it ends up in physical 
conflict which is called war, which is also political. 

Because we lack political power, black people are >\ 
not free. Black reconstruction failed because black;.!: 
people did not have political and military power. ' 
The masses of black people atthe time were very " . 
clear on the definition of political power. It was- 
evident in the songs of black people at that time. 

In the songs it was stated that.on the Day of Jubi- 
lee we’d have forty acre! and two mules. This was 
promised black people by the Freedman s Bureau. . 
This was freedom as far as the black masses were 
concerned. 

. The Talented Tenth at the time viewed freedom 
as operative in the political arena. Black people did 
operate in the political arena during reconstruction. 
They were more educated than most of the whites 
in the south. They had been educated in France, 
Canada and England and were very qualified to 
serve in the political arena. But yet, Black Recon-. 
struction failed. 

When one operates in the political arena, it is 
assumed that he has power or represents power 
he is symbolic of a powerful force. There arc 
approximately three areas of power in the polity 
cal arena: economic power, land power (feudal 
power) and military power. If black people at the ■ 
time had received 40 acres and 2 mules, we would ■ 
have developed a powerful force. Then we would 
have chosen a representative to represent us in 
this political arena. Because black people did not 7! 
receive the 40 acres and 2 mules, it was absurd to v 
have a representative in the political arena. ‘ 

When white people send a representative into_ 
the political arena, they have a power force or. 
power base that they represent. When white peop- 
le, through their representatives, do not get what .. ■■ 
This is evident in the fact that when the farmers 
are not given an adequate price for their crops the ’7 
economy will receive a political consequence. The) 
will let their crops rot in the field; they will not' 
cooperate with other sectors of the economy!'

You are not required to 
consent to a search; therefore, you should not consent, IN FRONT OF WITNESSES IF POSSIBLE. If you do not consent, 
the police will have the burden in court of showing probable cause.

On May 19, 1969, BOBBY GEORGE SEALE, National Black Panther 
Party Chairman, spoke at Bat tell Chapel, Sim and College Streets, 
Yale University, New Haven, Connecticut, SEALE spoke in part 
as follows: 

” . . .The struggle we are involved iu is not a racial 
struggle, but a class struggle, we have to define the 
revolution that’s occurring in this country as a people.^ 
struggle. . .We’ve got to teach these kids to use guns so 
that when the racist pig comes down into our community 
and brutalizes our people, we are gonna kill... If we 
catch a pig brutalizing our people in the black community, 
we are gonna kill him - we are gonna stop him.” 

On 4/20/69, a second source advised that the Copnunist Party 
of Connecticut, held a State Convention at the Peoples Center, 37 
Howe Street, New Haven, Connecticut, on that date. During this 
convention, it was announced that there was going to be a memorial 
service in New Haven on that date for three Black Panthers who were 
slain a year ago; and all members of the Communist Party were in- 
vited to attend this memorial. 

The Black Panther Party presently has chapters in Bridgeport , 
New Haven, Hart ford, and Middletown, Connecticut. Their leadership 
is presently confused since eight members of the Black Panther Party 
were arrested by the New Haven Police Department for the murder of 
ALEX RACKLEY, alleged Black Panther Party member from New York City, 
whose body was found in Middlefield, Connecticut, on May 21, 1969.

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ORGANIZATIONAL AND OPERATIONAL DATA 


A. Location of Headquarters 

As of February 25, 1970, the Black Panther 
Party (BPP) maintains headquarters at 35 Sylvan Avenue, 
New Haven, Connecticut. This building is a three, 
story duelling in which the second floor is occupied 
by various members of the BPP in New Haven. The Party 
has rented this apartment in the name of JAMBS E. WILSON, 
a white radical and close associate of the BPP in New 
Haven. WILSON is also associated with the Young Patriots, 
m organization which is part of the Rainbow Coalition 
which consists of poor whites . 

Characterizations of the BPP, State and 
National are contained in the Appendix 
Section of this report. 


(NH T-3 

February 25, 1970) 


1. Floor Plan 

On January 30, 1970, NH T-3 furnished the 

following floor plan of the BPP, 35 Sylvan Avenue, Mew 
Haven, Connecticut. This plan represents the second 
floor at 35 Sylvan Avenue and shows in detail the various 
locations of furniture and equipment. 
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On Jamaary 12, 1370, NH T-9 advised that the 

BPP continues to keep weapons in their headquarters at 
35 Sylvan Avenue, New Haven, Connecticut. Source stated 
that the second floor apartment is being prepared in 
case of a police raid in the near future. The following 
is a floor plan as furnished by NH T-9 . 
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2 . Security 

On November 15, 1969, NH T-9 advised that he 
was present at BPP Headquarters, 35 Sylvan Avenue, 

New Haven, Connecticut, on the night of November 1?, 

1969. Source stated that at this time he observed on 
the front door of the second floor apartment, two 
large iron hooks installed on either side of the door 
with a long 2X4 laid across. This would prevent the 
front door leading to BPP Headquarters from being broken 
into from the outside by the police or anyone else . 

Source stated that DOUG MIRANDA, Area Captain 
for the BPP in New Haven, stated! that if the "pigs" 
attempt to come through the door they will shoot them 
through the door. 

r* 

On August 7, 1969, DOUGLAS PAUL MIRANDA 
was apprehended by Special Agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation in a 1969 
black over red Pontiac, bearing Washington 
license OMG 896, near Union, Connecticut. 

This automobile was reported stolen in 
Seattle, Washington. the time of his 

arrest, MIRANDA advised that he was employed 
by the Black Panther Party, Boston, 

Massachusetts . 

On September 15, 1969, NH T-3 advised that 
the BPP in New Haven, Connecticut, was at that 
time being run by MIRANDA, former Boston BPP 
Captain. NH T-3 further advised that MIRANDA 
was receiving instructions and orders in 
connection with local activities, direct from 
DONALD COX, a member of the New York City BPP 
who was formerly associated with the San ft-ancisco, 
California, BPP. 
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On November 19, 1969, NH T-9 advised that MIRANDA 
was acting as Area Captain for Connecticut, 
Massachusetts and parts of New York, and that he 
was directing all BPP activities in these areas. 

(NH T-3 and NH T-9) 


On December 12, 1969, NH T-9 advised that the 
BPP in New Haves? has established the following security 
procedures: 

1) They have placed on the door of the second 
floor at 35 Sylvan Avenue, a latch made 

by a 2X4 reinforcing the main door; 

2) They have posted guards in the front and 
rear of the building as well as a man in 

a car across the street whenever important 
meetings are talking place; 

3) They have obtained several firesrsas which 
they keep hidden in the headquarters at 
35 Sylvan Avenue, and have set up a 
security condition which requires that 
all persons must be identified prior to 
entering the headquarters. This condition 
demands that if an unidentified person 
attempts to enter into the headquarters 

he is to be killed. 

On January 16, 1970, NH T-12 advised that members 
of the BPP in New Haven, Connecticut, met at 35 Sylvan 

Avenue to ’’talk about some defense plans." 
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Bo BPP Violence 

On December 12, 1969, NR T-9 advised that the 
BPP continues to advocate that the revolution can only 
com® through "violence . " He stated that in political 
education classes conducted by the BPP this point is 
continually brought forth. He added, however, that the 
only acts of violence which have taken place recently 
have been the arrest of several Panthers in New Haven 
who were stopped by the New Haven Police Department 
for placing signs and flyers on buildings in New Haven. 
Several Panthers were arrested on this occasion for 
resisting arrest. The Party plans, upon the arrival of 
BOBBY SEALE in New Haven, to promote riots in order 
that the Party might "hit" gun stores and jewelry stores 
in New Haven. 

A characterization of BOBBY SEALE is 
contained in the characterization of 
the BPP. 

C. BPP Expulsions 

„ ■ ■■■ T ' , ~ 

The following individuals have been formally 

expelled by the BPP: 

THEODORE SPURLOCK, who presently resides at 
29 Dickerman Street, New Haven, Connecticut, is the 
brother-in-law of WARREN 1IMBRO who has been indicted 
for the first degree murder of ALEX RACKLEY. SPURLOCK 5 s 
exact position in the Party was never fully determined 
but he became active in a leadership capacity immediately 
after the arrest of his brother-in-law. He was eventually 
expelled for several reasons . 

On September 20, 1969, the "Black Panther", the 

official newspaper published by the BPP - San Francisco 
contained the following article captioned "The Peoples 
Pimp from New Haven" which reported the expulsion of 
SPURLOCK for "1) individualism 2) subjectivism 3) dis- 
regard for organizational discipline 4) spreading 
erroneous information ( lying to people) 5) liberalism 

6) consciously cashing false checks in the Party’s name 

7) he did not adhere to the policy and ideology laid down 
by the Central Committee and selfish departmentalism. " 
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”The New Haven Chapter of the BPP has had a 
thorough house cleaning and has purged from its ranks 
that hard headed, mudbrained ...” 

On February 12, 1969, NH T-9 advised that to 
his knowledge the only member of the BPP who has been 
expelled has been J0M0 KENYATTA who is also known as 
MELY1N JOHNSON. 

D. Breakfast Program 

On February 24, 1970, NH T-9 advised that the 
BPP continues to support free breakfast programs in 
New Haven, Bridgeport and Hartford. The source furnished 
the following BPP handouts concerning the various break- 
fast programs. He also stated that the Young Patriots, 
an organization closely affiliated with the BPP and part 
of the Rainbow Coalition, has also set up a breakfast 
program in the New Haven area. This source also furnished 
the following' weekly schedule of classes and Party political 
work .

On December 12, 1969, WH T-9 advised that the 
BPP has imported revolutionary films from both Boston 
and Mew York. He stated that these films were reportedly 9 
on a rental basis and have been returned to either Mew 
York or Boston. He stated that the BPP in New Haven 
continues to sell the National ,9 Black Panther™ publica- 
tion. He advised that the BPP has a mimeograph machine 
locationed in their headquarters at 35 Sylvan Avenue, 
on which they continue to print BPP flyers concerning 
various BPP activities. The Party is presently engaged 
in a propaganda campaign to draw sympathy from the 
liberals of the Mew Haven community. To accomplish 
this they have distributed several thousand BPP flyers 
and placards to advertise their position in the New 
Haven community. They recently held a press conference 
and stated that the New Haven Police Department in conjunc- 
tion with a national campaign to oppress the BPP would 
soon vamp on their headquarters at 35 Sylvan Avenue. A 
copy of the handout concerning this matter is set forth 
in the following pages entitled "Pigs Set to Tamp™.

Specifically, they 
have ordered all members to obtain personal weapons and to 
maintain weapons at all times in their homes. 

On December 23, 1969, NH T-10 adfised that on 
December 23, 1969, VERNON "SONNY’" MILLER purchased a 306 
Model, High Standard rifle along with 100 boxes of 
ammunition from the Piscitelli Gun Shop, Dixwell Avenue, 
Hamden, Connecticut. The serial number of this rifle is 
22910, 

VERNON MILLER has been identified as leader 

of the BPP in Bridgeport and New Haven, 

Connecticut. He present holds the rank of 

Second Lieutenant. 

(NH T-3 January 30, 1970) 

On December 19, 1969, NH T-3 advised that VERNON 
MILLER has purchased a shotgun and four boxes of ammunition 
from the Yankee Gun Shop, 163 Boston Post Road, Orange, 
Connecticut. This gun was a Winchester shotgun Model 120Q 
J.2 gauge serial number 32561. He also purchased two boxes 
of Western Super X00 buckshot (25 in a box, nine pallet), 
and two boxes of German Brenneke shotgun slugs (10 in a box).

Orange, Connecticut: four boxes of Remington v 45 caliber 

ammunition; 120 rounds of military-type ammunition; five 
clips of 45 caliber ammunition for a Llama gun, serial 
457304. ' 1 
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H. RACKELY Murder Case 

On February 8, 1970, the '‘New York Times'* contained 
an article entitled "Policeman Denies Panthers * Charge" as 
follows: 

"A Black Panther charge that one of its leaders had 
pleaded guilty in the fatal shooting of another Panther 
because his brother, a policeman, had put extreme 
pressure on him was labeled 'an unmitigated lie* by 
the policeman yesterday. 

"Sgt, WILLIAM KIMBRO of the Dade County, Fla. Police 
Department is the brother of 35 year-old Warren Klmbro , 
who pleaded guilty here on Jan. 16 in the slaying of 
ALEX RACKLEY, 24, who was tortured and killed. The 
younger KIMBRO said he had shot the victim in the back 
of the head . 

^Earlier , another man, GEORGE SAMS, ,IR„, 23, of 

Highland Park, Mich., pleaded guilty cf taking part 
in the kidnapping and torture murder in Middleford, 
Conn., last May 21. 

"Presure is Denied 

"Of the 14 persons in the c^se, one other has pleaded 
guilty. Three, including the national Black Panther 
party chairman, BOBBY G. SEALE, are in other states 
fighting extradition to Connecticut, 

"Eight months of pretrial hearings were completed in 
January, clearing the way for a trial that may 1© gin 
in the spring. 

"The Panthers have described Sergeant KIMBRO as a 
■'racist pig' and have charged tpat he had visited 
his brother and applied 'extreme pressure ' to get him 
to plead guilty. 
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'"'That "s an unmitigated lie 9 Sergeant KIMBBO, who 
is 60 years old? said in act interview, ®He was not 
5. n co cent and he was not railroaded * There's ro 
person living who could put preswre on that kid. 

Wise** he was 15 years old, I took' a strap to hiw 
to keep him in school, I cwldfl (, t do 

,s tWo years ago, WARREN K J MBRO worked with under- 
priti ieged youngs© ters on the fringe of Now Haven's 
black slum. At that time, ho thought black militancy

Wimccratic red . tape' and delays prevented him from 
'getting what ho wanted* for the youngsters, 

H !He always been hotheaded, * the brother said. "He 
was having domestic troubles, too, And then he

’1? RICK A HVGGINS,' now one of the 14 co-defendants in 
the BACKLEY murder cr*se f is a prominent Black .Panther 
whose husband was killed in a California gunfig.ht 
a year ago, reportedly over an Internal party power 
struggle. She apparently met WASRIS? K I MBRO when she 
e.\»e East to bury her husband, a Ha« Haven man 

'Divorce Action Stopped 

"l4U5t April, court records show, WABRIH KI.M8R0 *.% wife , 
SYLVIA* began a divorce action. Sergeant KSMSRO said 
she took the couple's children and left their apart- 
ment at 365 Orchard Street, which had become local 
Panther headquarters, 

•**Swt she went back a week before this thing (the murder) 
happened j, 5 and she withdrew her divorce action af ter he r 
husband pleaded guilty* Sergeant KT.MBRQ said. 
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"Sometime in the two years since the two brothers 
had seen each other last— when 'WARREN talked about 
the .foolishness of the militants® — WARREN KIMBRO 
became the head of the New Haven Black Panther party. 

"Four weeks ago, the brothers met again, this 
time in a jail cell where WARREN KIMBRO was being 
held. A few days later, OMBKO appeared in court and 
* pleaded guilty to second-degree murder, admitting he 
had fired a shot into the head of Mr. RACK LEY, who was 
suspected of being a police Mormer. 

"In two subsequent court appearances, KIMBRO insisted 

that his plqa was made voluntarily. ’The only pressure 
on me was the pressure of my conscience . ® he said . 

"Sergeant KIMBRO said his brother .had written to hiss 
from jail on pec. 21. Te quoted the letters ’There 'a 
a lot I would like to talk to you about, but soa® of 
it I can’t write. On© thing I will say is I got caught 
up in something I shouldn’t have..,' 

"On Jan. 10 Sergeant KIMBRO arrived in New Haven. He 
said his brother ’seemed relieve and aasions to talk 

to me . ’ 

" ’He told me they put a gun in his hand 
and if he had not fired the shot he would have been 
killed. He told me how they took RACKLEY upstairs... 
and tied him to a bad and then took my S year-old 
niece into the room because they wanted her to resemfoer 
what a pig looked like . ’ 

"Since WAFREN KIMBRO J s confession. Sergeant KIMBRO said, 
his brother .has gone through a change. He went back 
to the Catholic Church, serving as altar boy in prison 
and 'he started taking the sacraments again.® 
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On February 17, 1970, the ’"New Haven Register" 
a daily newspaper published at New Haven, Connecticut, 
contained the following article entitled "Panther Attorneys 
Submit New Motions"; 

"A new set of defease motions was filed in Superior 
Coupt Monday, the filing deadline, in connection 
with the ALEX RACKLEY murder case, 

"The motions wore submitted by counsel for GEORGE 
EDWARDS, MARGARET HUDGINS , ERICKA HUGGINS, ROSE 
MARIE SMITH, LONNIE MC LUCAS and FRANCES CARTER— 
who are among the 12 persons arrested on murder 
and kidnapping charges concerning the May 21 slaying. 

"The state says the defendants are members of the 
local Black Panther party organization and also alleges 
that RACKLEY, whose body was found May 21 in a Middle- 
field swamp, was killed because parity members believed 
he was an informant for the police. 

"Among the new motions if filed is one asking fhat 
another defendant, GEORGE SAMS, be govon a mental 
examination. SAMS has pleaded guilty to second degree 
murder and is expected to be a prosecution witness 
when the trial takes place. The motion claims SAMS has 
a ljistory of mental disorders a^d has undergone psych ia T 
trie examination at least once prior to May 21. 

"Another motion, on behalf of MC LUCAS alone, asks 
for suppression of whatever statements he has mad© since 
May 21 regarding the case, 

I 

"Other motions filed are seeking: to quash the indictments 
and information claiming the state fers failed to charge 
a crime*, ® bill of particulars to make the charges against 
the defendants more specific; disclosure and production 
of all material and statements collected by the police; 
suppression of evidence, consisting of all document® 
seized on May 21 at the time 'of the first arrests; to 
compel the state to produce a list of witnesses and 
their addresses; to dismiss prosecution by the state’s 
attorney’s office on the claim that prosecution by that 
office violates the separation of powers doctrine of 
the state constitution; to compel the state to specifically 
name the charges it intends to proceed with; to dismiss 
the charges on the claim that two material witnesses were 
released without notice to the defendants; and extension 
of time to file further motions. 
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f’Also filed Monday in the case -was a brief from 
State’s Atty„ ARNOLD MARKLE,. in answer to a 
previous defense motion for production of 
RACK LEY’s body. In the brief, MARKLE indicated 
that the body was turned over to his relatives and 
taken to Florida for burial, 

"In another action, counsel for FRANCES CARTER 
filed a request for a finding of facts for use in 
pn appeal to the State Supreme Court on the question 
of the Superior Court *s previous ruling that Miss 
CARTER be compelled to take the stand in pre-trial 
proceedings and testify as a prosecution witness. 

’’AH the new motions be scheduled fpr hearings 

in the Superior Court and no date has been set for 
the actual trial,” 


I . The National Committee to Combat Fascism 

On February 24, 1970, NH T-9 advised that the 
BPP continues to function in Bridgeport, Connecticut, 
however, the organieation at Bridgeport is presently 
operating under the title of National Committee to 
Combat Fascism, with headquarters at 470 Broad Street, 
Bridgeport. This is the apartment of LAWRENCE TOWNSEND, 
local Panther leader at Bridgeport, Connect ieut . Source 
stated that TOWNSEND had attempted to fora* a Panther 
chapter but has been refused by the National BPP. 

On January 30, 1970, NR T-5 furnished the follow** 
ing BPP handout entitled the 1 National Committee to Combat 
Fascism.

Residents of the black community are urged to arm themselves 
against the police who arc e onsi stent Iv referred to in the ou.bl.i~ 
cation as “pigs 5 - who should be killed. 

“The Black Panther’ 9 issue of September 7, 1968= contains 
an editorial, by BPP Minister of Education, GEORGE MASON MURRAY 
which end? with the following: 

“Black Men- Black people, colored, persons of America, 
revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves,. The only culture worth keep- 
ing is revolutionary culture:. Change- Freedom everywhere »

Included in the introduction to an article appearing in

On January 29, 1969, the ’’Bridgeport Telegram” , a. daily news- 
paper published at Bridgeport, Connecticut, contained in part 
the followings 

”0n January 28 (1969) the Black Panther Party was 
formed, in Bridgeport, JOSE RENE GONZALVEZ announced 
last night at a meeting at party headquarters , 510 
East Main Street, Mr, GONZALVEZ, a Cuban-born Oak- 
land-trained black defense captain, spoke to twenty 
Negro youths in his mission here to organize a chapter 
of the political party,..” 

On March 18, 1969, the following Black Panther literature, publi- 
shed locally was distributed j.n the Bridgeport, Connecticut, area. 

It read in part as follows; 

"The BPP is a party that will produce for che people and 
its members will do anything and everything possible 
to meet the demands of the poor oppressed black people. 

We are not a hoodlum gang, nor did we come here to 
kill white people or the police. We came here to stop 
racist actions that the oppressors (black and white) 
have been taking upon our people. We are the vanguard 
party and we intend to provide leadership for the 
people and revolutionary groups across the country...” 

A source advised as of April. 14, 1969, the New Haven Chapter of the 
Black Panther Party was operating under the authority of the 
National Organization. JOSE RENE GONZALVEZ had been given the 
authority to open this chapter in New Haven and to organize through- 
out the State of Connecticut, 

GONZALVEZ departed Connecticut in early May, 1969, and attempted 
to organize, the Black Panther Party in Greensboro, North Carolina, 
for which he was suspended. State leadership in Connecticut was 
taken over by WARREN KIMBRO , a member and leader of the New Haven 
Chapter of the Black Panther Party, and ERICKA HUGGINS, political 
educational instructor.

On February 24, 1970, at New Haven, at 35 Sylvan Avenue, pictures 
were taken by DORIAN DOSTOU « She had those at the house come to 
the front steps, and one at a time took the pictures. It was said 
that this was to tighten up the security, but in what way this was 
to be accomplished was not stated. It seems they think that a 
leak of some type took place and this is why the Patriots were 
picked up in New York,, 

In New Haven at this time were BRUCE RYLES, WILLIAM WEAVER, JAMES 
ELLISON, REGINALD WRIGHT, and DOLORES BURNEY „ 

BRUCE RYLES picked up some films at that to be s Town soon in 
Hartford. He did not say what the names were of the films. The 
films were to be taken to REG WRIGHT * s house to be held until 
needed, WRIGHT is living at 44 Norwich Street, Hartford, He also 
has a shotgun at the house which came from 35 Sylvan Avenue. The 
gun was brought to Hartford Monday night. 

VERNON MILLER has been transferred to New York to work in the 
Harlem Branch with ROBERT WEBB. It seems that he is too militant 
for Miranda who would rather operate the BPP as a political group. 
He and MIRANDA always clashed over this thinking. 

His place has been taken by ROLAND TYSON who is to handle the 
Bridgeport Branch. 

ROBERT BAY has a title now which, is believed to be that of a 
Field Marshall at large. He has a great deal of authority at this 
time. 

VERNA HAMPTON and GREGORY JONES have been ordered to Boston as they 
have been in too much trouble in New Haven and casued problems 
within the BPP in New Haven. If they will not take the transfer 
then they are to be. expelled. 

WEAVER, BRUCE RYLES, and CORNELL WRIGHT are going to set up a few 
points in Connecticut for the distribution of the newspaper. On 
February 25, 1970, VEAVER, BRUCE RYLES, JAMES ELLISON, and PHILIP 
WRIGHT are going to make the first attempts to set up the spots. 
They will go to New Britain, Middletown., and Waterbury if the 
time permits. 

There is still talk from MIRANDA about sending WEAVER to Chicago 
and Kansas City, but MIRANDA says he does not know how to do it for 
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there is no money for the trip. He is not sure that he can 
talk WEAVER into going without advancing money. 

On February 25, 1970. WEAVER, BRUCE RYLES , CORNELL WRISHT, 

GREGORY LAKE, and THOMAS CORN, the last two members of the BPP were 
sent to distribute the BPP newspaper. They were sent to Middletown.
